City plucks up 
by snatching 
Ridge chickens

Call it fowl play. 

Acting on a tip, a Parks Department 
officer smashed the locks at a Bay Ridge 
botanical garden and seized six 
chickens — only to later dis- 
cover that the cluckers were 0 t 
part of a kids’ program, 
not a pack of pests. 

“She made a horri- 
ble mistake, but how 
could I stop her?” "f 
said Jimmy John- 
son, a garden land- 
scaper, who was at 


Narrows Botanical Garden for the 
raid. “It was tragic.” 

The chicken caper began after a 
neighbor — whom workers say has 
it out for the Garden — complained 
to the city that the hens were “kept 
improperly” and are diseased. 

Rather than investigate, the Parks 
officer swiped the “big, fat beautiful 
chickens” with no cause, explained 
Johnson, then took them to an ani- 
mal shelter, where they were adopted 
by a family in Red Hook. 

A horrified Johnson 
then phoned Brooklyn 
Parks Commissioner 
Kevin Jeffrey to de- 
mand his babies back. 
The commissioner re - 
i viewed the case and 
decided that the gar- 
den had good reason to 
cry fowl: The city had

Bruce dealt with scandal-tarred senator

The biggest developer in the bor- 
ough — whose Atlantic Yards proj- 
ect is the biggest in Brooklyn history 
— is now linked to the biggest pay- 
to-play story in years. 

Federal wiretaps show that a lob- 
byist for Forest City Ratner, which is 
building the Barclays Center arena as 
part of the 16-tower apartment and re- 
tail complex, paid hundreds of thou- 


sands in bribes to state Sen. Carl Kru- 
ger (D-Brighton Beach), the former 
Finance Committee powerhouse. 

The lobbyist, Richard Lipsky, was 
charged by federal prosecutors with 
Kruger and several others last week, 
for his role in the scandal, which in- 
cluded funneling $252,000 to Kruger, 
who in turn provided state funding 
to projects being developed by For- 
est City and other clients. 

No one from Forest City was indi- 


cated or charged — and it is unclear if 
the company knew what Lipsky was 
allegedly doing. 

But Forest City Vice President Bruce 
Bender was caught on the federal wire- 
tap negotiating with Kruger, who has 
steered millions in state money to the 
$4-billion project. 

“I love you. I really do, actually,” 
Bender told Kruger on Dec. 28, 2010, 
after the senator pledged to allocate

Councilman gets 11-year-old 
Honda back — dents and all!

Reunited — and it feels so 
good! 

Councilman Steve Levin (D- 
Brooklyn Heights) got back be- 
hind the wheel of his beloved — 
but stolen — 1 1 -year-old Honda 
Civic on Friday morning, two 
weeks after it was swiped from 
near his Monitor Street home on 
the same day that his district of- 
fice was also burglarized. 

“I’m thrilled,” he said. “The car 
has such sentimental value.” 
The antediluvian auto went 
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missing on Feb. 26 from a spot 
near Meeker Avenue in Green- 
point at the beginning of a very 
bad weekend for the council- 
man. 

At the same time he found out 
about the carjacking, Levin was 
informed that a thief had broken 
into his Boerum Hill office and 
tried to steal a flat-screen TV and 


two computer monitors. 

The nearly simultaneous 
crimes smacked of a Levin-gate 
conspiracy, but the police deter- 
mined that the crimes were unre- 
lated to each other — and to po- 
litical shenanigans. 

The alleged office thief, Louis 
Adule, 22, is being tried for bur- 
glary and petty larceny, but the 
auto theft was declared a lost 
cause. 

“That s — t is gone,” one of 
Levin’s staffers said soon after 
the incident. 

Hondas are often stolen and 
later sold for parts, explained 94th 
Precinct Deputy Inspector Ter- 
ence Hurson. Levin’s was only 
one of eight cars swiped in the 
precinct last month — and most 
were Hondas or Toyotas. 

By Wednesday, Levin had all 
but given up hope. 

“Sadly, my car hasn’t been

Hundreds vent at bike lane hearing

The Prospect Park West Bike 
Lane is a miracle solution and a 
horrific danger, bike lane friends 
and foes trumpeted at packed 
hearing last Thursday night. 

More than 300 people — poli- 
ticians, second graders, New York 
Times writers among them — 
gathered to praise, slam and cri- 
tique the controversial bike lane 


that this week spawned a law- 
suit, international coverage and 
more than a few rifts between 
neighbors. 

The hearing amounted to a 
lane -themed “open-mic night” 
to vent about everything from a 
neighborhood culture war (“You 
people see biking as a religion”) 
to tiny bike lane improvements 
(“Let’s consider rumble strips”),

on both sides (“I’ve personally 
seen five fender benders on this 
street.”) 

Bike lane advocates — who 
wore florescent stickers — 


outnumbered lane opponents 
by about four to one, with many 
calling the 19-block strip of ce- 
ment a Godsend. It makes morn- 
ing commutes easier, traffic safer 
and cycling with kids more en- 
joyable, they said. 

“The lane encourages us to use 
our bikes more often and our cars 
less often,” said Alan Esner, who 
lives on 12th Street. “We get bet- 
ter air quality and exercise.” 


But opponents suggested the 
lane was not only unsafe to pe- 
destrians — who risk getting 
run over by cyclists — but also 
rarely used. 

“It’s underutilized,” said Roz 
Kochman, who lives on the 15th 
floor of a building on Prospect 
Park West. “If you don’t believe 
me, come to my apartment and 
look out my window.”

Did the right thing 


Time Warner ditches insiders-only internship

Media giant Time Warner has 
abandoned a politically question- 
able internship requirement — and 
extended the program deadline — 
in the wake of criticism from stu- 
dents and mentors in Brooklyn. 

For months, the company’s 
“Connect a Million Minds” in- 
ternship included the unusual de- 
mand that applicants “provide a 
letter of recommendation from 
a member of the New York State 
Black, Puerto Rican, Hispanic and 
Asian Legislative Caucus.” 
Critics slammed the company 
for unnecessarily politicizing a 
simple search for talented minor- 
ity kids by giving them “a hard les- 
son in cronyism” — and months 
after the program launched, not a 
single Brooklynite had applied to 
meet the March 1 deadline. 



It’s no wonder. This paper’s in- 
vestigation revealed that members 
of the minority caucus either didn’t 
know about their role in the process 
or declined to give letters of recom- 
mendation to students who were 
not connected in some way. 

“We don’t give letters to peo- 


ple we don’t know,” said Deme- 
cia Wooten-Irizarry, chief of staff 
for Assemblyman Darryl Towns 
(D-Bushwick). 

A staffer for AssemblymanNick 
Perry (D-Flatbush) added, “It helps 
if we know their parents.” 

This paper’s report also raised 


questions about the company’s 
ethics, finding that Time War- 
ner had aggressively lobbied Al- 
bany lawmakers about “cable tele- 
vision matters” the same year it 
launched the program. 

Lawmakers at the time were re- 
viewing whether New York should 
ditch a contract with a compet- 
ing telecommunications company 
called M A/COM that had won a 
$2 -billion contract with the state. 
The lobbying apparently paid off: 
The state cancelled the contract 
in January, 2009. 

A Time Warner spokeswoman 
said the company initially wanted a 
letter from the politicians “as a way 
of helping to spread the word.” 
But after our report, the com- 
pany ditched the requirement, 
pulling it from the “eligibility” 
section of its online application, 
and scrapping a downloadable 
form that has been posted on its 
website for months. 

“We originally listed the let- 
ter of recommendation as a re- 
quirement based on our partner- 
ship with the caucus, but received 
feedback that these requirements

Man wants to turn his 
outhouse into museum

And you think your backyard stinks. 

A urban archeologist has refurbished the 19th- 
century outhouse that came with his Hoyt Street 
house, and now he’s hoping to transform the 
primitive bathroom into a Boerum Hill tour- 
ist attraction. 

“I’ve been digging up so many, I ought to have 
my own outhouse,” explained Jack Fortmeyer, 
70, who excavates old privies for discarded bot- 
tles, ivory-handled toothbrushes and other for- 
gotten relics of city life. 

Before the advent of indoor plumbing, of course, 
outhouses were commonplace. But when the mod- 
ern age of flush toilets began, the pits were typ- 
ically filled in with household trash — the ob- 
jects Fortmeyer now covets. 

So Fortmeyer now plans to place a seat inside 
the 1849 outhouse, install lighting in the 11-foot- 
deep pit, then fill it with all the trinkets he’s un- 
earthed over the years, creating a subterranean 
window into our collective past.

UFOs over Williamsburg? 


Local activist captures odd lights on camera

Here’s one for the X-Files.

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Bike share coming to Brooklyn

What’s good for Barce- 
lona now appears good for 
Brooklyn. 

The city is preparing to 
search for a vendor to run 
the borough’s first bike 
share program — a two- 


wheeled rental initiative 
— a top Transportation of- 
ficial confirmed Wednes- 
day night. 

“We’re putting together a 
request for proposals,” said 
Borough Commissioner Jo- 
seph Palmieri, using the city 
jargon for the formalized 
search process. 


Palmieri said that Down- 
town is a key location for the 
program, but it will be up to 
the winning bidder to pro- 
pose the geographic confines 
of the rental zone. 

Cyclists cheered the news, 
which Palmieri announced at 
a meeting of the new Boerum 
Hill Traffic Task Force. 


“I welcome it and encour- 
age it,” said Boerum Hill res- 
ident and cycling advocate 
Louie Fleck. “It will encour- 
age people to see the bene- 
fits of biking, and it will be 
a low cost way for people to 
experiment using a bike as a 
form of transportation.” 
And seasoned cyclists 


will benefit, too. 

“There are plenty of times 
when I have the energy in 
the morning, but not at night, 
and this would allow me to 
bike one way and not the 
other,” Fleck noted. 

Already in place in cit- 
ies such as Paris, Barcelona, 
Montreal and Denver, the 


program relies on a series of 
locales where bikes are made 
available for a fee. 

In November, the city an- 
nounced its search for a ven- 
dor to run the program in 
Manhattan, in an unspec- 
ified area south of 60th 
Street, touting technology 
that has made theft virtu- 


ally non-existent in places 
such as London and Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

The Manhattan proposal 
called for a system that in- 
cluded stations located ev- 
ery few blocks. The public 
can buy into a membership 
plan, and trips longer than 
30 minutes would likely be 
assessed a small charge, as 
the program is meant for 
short trips.

might be too limiting, so we 
are shifting them to a ‘nice 
to have’ instead of a ‘must 
have’ requirement,”’ said 
company spokeswoman Su- 
zanne Giuliani.

Town-gown 
battle at LIU 

School wants new fields, 
but locals want parking

Long Island University and Fort Greene are in a 
town-gown battle pitting the school’s need for athletic 
space and locals’ need for parking spaces. 

LIU’s Downtown campus wants to expand its cramped 
fields and add some fan seating along Ashland Place, 
but the proposal could eat up two dozen spaces just one- 
half block north of busy Brooklyn Hospital. 

“We let them know we were not interested in any- 
thing that would eliminate parking — especially right 
across from the hospital,” said John Dew, the chairman 
of Community Board 2. 

Five of Long Island University’s teams currently 
share the lone field, which can be configured for soc- 
cer, baseball and other sports and is adjacent to the 
school’s gleaming athletic center along Ashland Place 
in Fort Greene. 

As part of its “Brooklyn Field of Dreams” project, 
the school would expand the fields 21 feet north onto a 
3 6 -foot-wide sidewalk on Willoughby Street between 
Ashland Place and Fleet Street, and 14 feet east into what 
is now space for 24 parked cars on Ashland Place. 

As a result, a six-foot-wide median on Ashland Place 
would be eliminated to retain both lanes of car traffic 
and a bike lane in each direction. 

The project would expand the soccer field to be 
NCAA compliant, add bleachers for up to 1,600 spec- 
tators and create a bullpen and a press box for the base- 
ball field. 

It would be the first major renovation to the Univer- 
sity’s athletic facilities since the $45 -million Wellness 
center opened in January, 2006. The budget for the field 
expansion is $25 million, but it needs city approval. 

Soccer teams have been especially hampered by 
the undersized field. The women’s team should have 
hosted the Northeast Conference match twice in the 
last four years based on its record, but was ineligible 
due to the field dimensions and went on to lose the 
away matches. 

“If we had been home, absolutely we could have 
won,” said Athletic Director John Suarez. 

Community teams, too, have suffered from the sub- 
par facilities. 

“We’ve hosted high school championship soccer and 
lacrosse games, but we can’t get them to come back,” he 
said. “We should be the place for Brooklyn teams.”

Towers are movin' on up 

Working-class relic becomes market-rate condo

A historic Cobble Hill 
rental apartment complex 
built for the 19th-century 
working class is on the way 
to becoming homes for 21st- 
century gentrifiers. 

Rental tenants of the Cob- 
ble Hill Towers — a rent- 
stabilized nine -building site 
built in 1879 as an experiment 
in humanitarianism — will 
be offered their units at 30 
percent below market rates, 
but vacant or unbought units 
will become condo homes for 
the new bourgeoisie. 

The Manhattan-based 
Hudson Companies, which 
had been negotiating with 
tenants since the summer, 
trumpeted the pricing agree- 
ment as a milestone. 

“A large group of ten- 
ants saw the opportunity 
to own their own home, in 
a residence they already 
know and love,” said Hud- 
son principal David Kramer, 
who said he views the con- 
version “as the chance for 
middle -class Brooklyners to 
own their own homes and 
enjoy the most compelling 
sales prices in all of Brown- 
stone Brooklyn.” 

The six-story buildings 
comprise 188 units facing 
Warren, Baltic and Hicks 
Streets. Renters who choose

not to buy by March 22 can 
still do so in the future, but 
at market prices, ranging be- 
tween $300,000 for a studio, 
to $700,000 for a three bed- 
room. 

Tenants who do not buy 
in can remain in their rent- 
stabilized apartments — and 
Kramer said a strict non-evic- 
tion clause is in place to pro- 
tect their rights. 

Some tenants said they 
can’t afford even the dis- 
counted asking price. 

“The developer is doing 
what developers do, and that 


is to change the balance of the 
tenancy to their favor, and to 
do that, they need to move 
as many people as they can,” 
said one 21-year-resident who 
requested anonymity. 

Tenants said they had no 
proof of harassment or bul- 
lying — but some said that 
the company has left numer- 
ous repairs unresolved, giv- 
ing preference to newcomers 
over complex stalwarts. 

“They seem to be avoid- 
ing as much work as possi- 
ble,” said a renter. 

Not true, said Kramer, 


who noted that his com- 
pany has already invested 
$2 million in repairs, in- 
cluding improving security 
with new gates, and reno- 
vating the courtyards and 
lobby areas. 

Regardless, renters say 
that the changes would dis- 
mantle the mission of utopian 
builder Alfred T. White, who 
set out to show that private 
developers could build decent 
housing for the working class 
and still make a profit. 

“This is the last bastion 
of diversity in Cobble Hill,” 
said one 10-year tenant. “And 
to take these rent- stabilized 
apartments out of the housing 
pool is really harsh.” 

Former residents 
agreed. 

“The people who live 
in that building, there’s no 
way they can buy,” said Carl 
Rosenstock, who lived in the 
complex for 13 years. 

But those who opted to 
buy said it was an offer they 
couldn’t refuse. 

“This was probably my 
only opportunity to buy in 
Cobble Hill,” said Amanda 
Abry, a market-rate renter in 
the complex. 

“Yes, I might not be the 
working class they envi- 
sioned in 1879, but I’m still 
someone who’s struggling to 
pay the bills,” she said.

Another homeless shelter proposal

A homeless shelter in 
Greenpoint is back on the 
table. 

A Manhattan-based social 
services provider wants to op- 
erate a 200 -bed men’s shelter 
at a McGuinness Boulevard 
loft building — a plan vir- 
tually identical to one with- 
drawn by another provider 
last month amid fierce pub- 
lic outcry. 

The Bowery Residents’ 
Committee, a 40 -year- old 
housing and homeless ser- 
vices nonprofit, told Com- 
munity Board 1 of its hopes 
to operate the shelter two 
days after news broke that 
the building had changed 
hands. 

Bowery Executive Di- 
rector Muzzy Rosenblatt 
called her group’s plan “a

new assessment facility,” and 
pledged to work with CB1 to 
meet local concerns. 

The Bowery Residents’ 
Committee will look to suc- 
ceed where its rival provider, 


HELP USA, failed. 

HELP USA submitted its 
proposal in August for a 200- 
bed “assessment center” at 
Clay Street that would treat 
a revolving-door of homeless 


individuals admitted from 
various parts of the city for 
mental health and substance- 
abuse issues. 

But Greenpoint residents 
revolted and public officials, 
led by Councilman Steve 
Levin (D-Greenpoint), 
turned against the plan. 

Seven months later, HELP 
USA withdrew its applica- 
tion citing budgetary con- 
cerns. 

But the building’s owner 
continued to negotiate with 
its long-term tenants, fi- 
nally buying them out last 
month for nearly $600,000, 
and listing the loft for $5.5 
million. 

In mid-February, hotelier 
Shimmie Horn and his part- 
ner Sid Borenstein, who own 
four luxury hotels in Man- 
hattan, purchased the four- 
story brick building for close 


to $5 million. 

Horn did not return calls 
for comment. A spokes- 
woman from the Depart- 
ment of Homeless Services 
declined to comment though 
a source added that other pro- 
viders are interested in the 
Greenpoint site. 

Levin reiterated his dis- 
appointment that the city 
continued to pursue a shel- 
ter operator at the McGuin- 
ness Boulevard site despite 
public objections. 

“Hundreds of Green- 
point residents have come 
out to town hall meetings 
and written letters express- 
ing their overwhelming op- 
position to the center,” said 
Levin. “The city must listen 
to the community and find 
a real solution to the exist- 
ing homelessness problem in 
Greenpoint.”

Mixed results for 88th robbery squad

The beat cop is back! 
The 88th Precinct has cre- 
ated a robbery unit to tackle 
Fort Greene and Clinton Hill’s 
disturbing 21 -percent spike 
in robberies last year. 

Since the unit was de- 
ployed two months ago, rob- 
beries are down slightly on 
paper — though criminals ap- 
pear to be evading the cops 
by targeting new areas. 

Eight people were robbed 
just last week, and the last 
month saw 20 robberies, com- 
pared to only eight from the 
same period last year. Jan- 
uary’s numbers were lower, 


but that could be attributed 
to the cold as much as the 
new unit. 

Police say that this month’s 
spike is caused by the unit 
pushing crime into new ar- 
eas. 

“You put police resources 
in one place and it helps 
the problem,” said Inspec- 
tor Terence Tasso, the pre- 
cinct’s commanding officer. 
“But the question is: are you 
combating crime or just dis- 
placing it?” 

Last year, there were 
237 robberies, up from 196 
in 2009. Most of the crime 
occurred on major pedestrian 
streets south of Fort Greene

Park, so Tasso concentrated 
his 10 -person patrol unit on 
the four streets: DeKalb Av- 
enue, Lafayette Avenue, Ful- 


ton Street and Hanson Place. 
The unit started on Jan. 21, 
with cops patrolling the area 
on foot from 3 to 1 1 pm — 
prime travel times for school 
children and commuters. 

But the startling num- 
ber of robberies last week 
prompted the 88th Precinct 
to shift many of the cops to 
the north and the east. 

Starting on Monday, cops 
will spend more time pa- 
trolling the interior of Fort 
Greene park, DeKalb Avenue 
near Flatbush Avenue Exten- 
sion and the outskirts of the 
Ingersoll and Walt Whitman 
houses on Myrtle Avenue be- 
tween St. Edwards Street and 


N. Portland Avenue. 

A number of the robber- 
ies in the last few weeks oc- 
curred in or around the park, 
including a 13 -year- old boy 
who was jumped on the cor- 
ner of Myrtle andN. Portland 
avenues right after school dis- 
missal. 

Even with the recent spike, 
there have been 36 robberies 
since the year began, com- 
pared to 40 from the start 
of 2010. 

“You lookback a couple of 
weeks ago, and we were doing 
a lot better,” said Tasso. “This 
is a work in progress.” 

Tasso expects the robbery 
unit to run through June. 


wall of fencing “is terrible, a 
blight, and a waste of space,” 
said Julie Hurwitz, speaking 
for many neighbors. 

On Friday, someone had 
defaced a sign reading, “An- 
other fine Clarett Group De- 
velopment” so that it read, 
“Another fine disaster.” 

But those familiar with 
the project said that a prop- 
erty this large will not sim- 
ply be abandoned, and that 
Clarett’s partner, Prudential 
Real Estate Investors, would 
see the project through. 

“Prudential will get an- 
other partner,” the person 
said. “But Clarett still has 
some skin in the game.” 

Calls to Clarett’s offices 
in Los Angeles and Wash- 
ington D.C. were not re- 
turned. Prudential did not 
return a call either. 

Clarett abruptly closed 
its Manhattan office last 
week, after founder Ve- 
ronica Hackett left to work 
for commercial developer 
Brookfield Office Proper- 
ties, according to The Real 
Deal, a blog. 

Staff has been leaving the 
company for the past few 
months, and in January, the 
remaining workers were ei- 
ther fired or quit, according 
to the website, which said 
that an inability to line up 
financing for new projects 
catalyzed a gradual implo- 
sion. 

Residents weren’t sur- 
prised that the project is in 
jeopardy. 

“When they knocked 
down the buildings there, 
times were good, and we 
didn’t know we were in a 
recession,” said Debra Laks, 
a longtime Union Street res- 
ident. 

“But that all came to a 
grinding halt and now we’re 
stuck with a huge hole in the 
ground.” 

She said the hope is that 
someone comes along to de- 
velop the site “hopefully, 
into something decent.” 

Neighbors said the proj- 
ect helped give momentum 
to a rezoning effort to pre- 
vent out- of- scale develop- 
ment — even though the 
project’s size conformed to 
the zoning before and af- 
ter the change became law 
in 2009. 

The project’s founda- 
tion has been poured, but 
little else has happened at 
the stalled site since project 
renderings — criticized for 
their sleek design — were 
revealed in 2008. 

Long Island College Hos- 
pital sold the massive prop- 
erty in 2007 for $23.75 mil- 
lion, a huge sum paid just 
before the borough’s real-es- 
tate boom went bust. 

The Clarett Group leaves 
Brooklyn with Forte Tower 
on Ashland Place in Fort 
Greene, and the borough’s 
tallest building, The Brook- 
lyner, a 51 -story skyscraper 
located on Lawrence Street 
in Downtown.

Dave Nuss, drummer for the improvisational 
No Neck Blues Band, has spent the last five years 
working on “Original Innocence,” a rock opera

Adam and Eve. 

“It’s a new creation 
myth for our time,” said 
Sanders. 

Major departures 
from that tale include 
the incorporation of

“We’re going to win the whole 
thing this year,” promised Ger- 
ritsen Beach resident Jim Ryan of 
the Beer Belly Porkers team, who 
placed third at last year’s com- 
petition with its shrimp stuffed 
with basil, Parmesan dressing 
and dunked in Ryan’s “secret” 
barbecue sauce (a sweet molasses 
base with balsamic vinegar and 
apple sauce) .You don’t need to 
be a veteran pit master to throw 
down at the cook-off.

Jim Ryan is busy gearing for the annual Grillin' on the Bay 
competition, but the Sheepshead Bay cook was willing to 
share with us the recipe for one of his favorites — marinated 
catfish. Fire up the grill! 

Jim Ryan’s marinated catfish 

Serves eight. 

1/2 cup soy sauce 
2 tbsp. sugar 

2 tbsp. fresh lemon juice and zest of lemon 
2 tsp. granulated garlic 
2 tsp. ground pepper 
1 tsp. salt 
8 catfish fillets 

Combine all ingredients in a nonreactive bowl and blend 
well. Rinse fish and pat dry. Putfish in aZiplocbag and pour 
in marinade. Mix it around to coat all over. Start your fire 
to medium hot and throw in a small handful of wood chips 
(soaked in water a half hour). 

Remove fish from marinade. Put marinade in a small pot 
and boil for five minutes. Set aside this is your baste. Spray 
your cooking grate with cooking spray, place on grill and 
put the fish on it. Cover and cook until the fish flakes, bast- 
ing with the marinade every two minutes or so.

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Heights’ PS 8 seeks growth

Parents at Brooklyn 
Heights’ now-popular PS 8 
elementary school are de- 
manding that the city ex- 
pand its program to include 
a middle school — and they 
say the neighborhood’s very 
survival depends on it. 

The 165 -year-old Hicks 
Street school was once so 
disconnected from its af- 
fluent surroundings that it 
could house grades K through 
8 — though the intermedi- 
ate grades were eliminated 
in 2004 as the school gained 
enrollment under Principal 
Seth Phillips. 

In fact, the building would 
not be able to contain even 
its current K-5 program with- 


out a three -story annex that 
will be completed in time 
for September’s first day of 
school. 

But the school’s popu- 
larity has come at a cost: 
After “graduating,” stu- 
dents have no public mid- 
dle school choices in the 
neighborhood, or in nearby 
DUMBO, where a small mid- 
dle school on Dock Street is 
still years away. 

The only other district 
middle schools are in Fort 
Greene or Clinton Hill — 
and those schools all received 
C’s or D’s on their most re- 
cent report card. 

The Department of Edu- 
cation admits there’s a prob- 
lem. 

“The district is not great,

Indeed, some parents have 
even uprooted their families 
to increase school options. 

“I know at least six fam- 
ilies just this year that are 
moving to the suburbs or an- 
other district in Brooklyn,” 
said Doug Biviano, a mem- 
ber of the PTA with three 
children at PS 8. 

The school’s parent- 
teacher association voted 
earlier this year to demand 
that the administration sub- 
mit a formal application for 
an expansion this year, and 
Phillips has indicated that he 
supports the idea. 

“You don’t want to alien- 
ate other middle schools, [but] 
things have not worked out the 
way I think anyone has envi- 
sioned,” said Phillips, whose 


North Heights building cur- 
rently contains 550 students. 

Insiders have said that 
Phillips’s team would over- 
sees the sixth-through-eighth 
program, though the class- 
rooms would likely be at an- 
other location. 

“The hardest thing will 
be finding a location, not 
getting Seth to approve the 
idea,” said one parent, who 
requested anonymity. 

But Stanton, for one, be- 
lieves that a solution must 
be found — and quick — to 
save the school and its neigh- 
borhood. 

“Itusedto be that if Brook- 
lyn Heights families couldn’t 
afford private school, they 
would move to the suburbs 
when the kids were 5,” she 
said. “Around 2000, a handful 
of Brooklyn Heights mothers 
started saying that they were 
going to try PS 8.” 

And now, they’re victims 
of the school’s success.

Cops dismantle homeless hut in Prospect Park

Parks officers booted a 
homeless man from his elab- 
orate, six-foot-tall house of 
twigs inside Prospect Park, 
then tore it down after neigh- 
bors complained about the 
existance of the shanty. 

The shack — which was 
big enough to sleep three men 
and looked plucked from the 
movie “Cast Away” — stood 
next to the lake in Prospect 


Park near the Vanderbilt 
Street entrance for months. 
Inside was bedding; outside a 
small shovel and a tarp. 

On Tuesday morning, three 
police officers stormed the en- 
campment, only to discover 
its occupants had already left 
for the morning. Afterward, 
four parks officers pulled up 
in green trucks and workers 
began to rip it down. 

“It was incredible,” said 
park watchdog Ed Bahlman, 
who discovered the shelter. 


“It was a big deal; the whole 
[parks] crew was there.” 

Bahlman had stumbled 
onto the wooden hut last 
weekend, after spotting 
freshly used coals from 
a makeshift barbeque pit 
nearby. As he approached 
the home, he discovered 
that it was sturdily built us- 
ing both tree branches and 
an old park fence. 

It’s not the first time Pros- 
pect Park has doubled as a 
mini-lakeside campground 


for the homeless. In July, 
2008, a city employee dis- 
covered the three -day- old 
corpse of a murdered home- 
less man near Lookout Hill, 
along with encampments 
strewn around the south- 
west side of the lake. 

Nor is it the only time 
park-goers have demanded 
that the Prospect Park Alli- 
ance, which partners with the 
city, better maintain, enforce 
and respond to eyesores, such 
as animal corpses, and more

conventional garbage. 

If this case is any indica- 
tion, the Alliance — which 
is now under the leadership 
of Emily Lloyd, who took 
over from longtime honcha 
Tupper Thomas this year — 
is starting to respond more 
swiftly: The shack was re- 
ported on Sunday; its res- 
idents booted on Monday; 
the structure disassembled 
on Tuesday.

Seventh Street and Driggs 
Avenue and was once named 
the “mayor of North Brook- 
lyn,” insists he wasn’t drink- 
ing and that he’s not prone 
to bouts of delusion. He still 
can’t really say what he cap- 
tured in the video that night, 
but it didn’t appear to be an 
airplane, helicopter or star, 
he said. 

He also doubted that it was 
an alien spaceship. 

“I’m not a UFO nut or any- 
thing. I was more looking for 
a rational explanation. I’ve 
been living here 30 some- 
thing years. I’ve never seen 
anything like that thing,” he 
said, adding that he put the 
video on YouTube in hopes 
that someone would have 
an explanation for the phe- 
nomenon. 

The video was met with 
the sort of skepticism usually 
reserved for crackpots. 

“Was he drinking?” ex- 
claimed FOX-NY anchor 
Rosanna Scotto after see- 
ing DiPaolo’s clip. Co-an- 
chor Greg Kelly said it looked 
like someone pulled a prank 
on DiPaolo. 

“You need another hobby,” 
said one YouTube commenter. 
“Hoax,” said another. 

DiPaolo said he received a 
voicemail last Thursday from 
a man identifying himself as 
a Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration official. The caller 
said that DiPaolo likely saw 
the space shuttle Discovery, 


which was visible in orbit 
around that time for a few 
minutes. 

“It seems to be a viable ex- 
planation,” DiPaolo said. 

But it was unclear whether 
NASA spacecraft would have 
been visible over Brooklyn that 
night. The space station and 
Discovery shuttle were visi- 
ble over New York on Wednes- 
day, but information for Mon- 
day was unavailable by press 
time, said NASA spokesman 
Kelly Humphries. 

“I don’t know if it hon- 
estly was the FAA,” DiPaolo 
said of the mysterious call. 
“They didn’t leave a name; 
they didn’t leave a callback 
number. 

Jim Peters, New York 
spokesman for the FAA, 
couldn’t be certain what Di- 
Paolo saw and referred ques- 
tions about the space shuttle’s 
trajectory to NASA. 

“We do get calls on things 
that people believe would 
be classified as UFOs,” he 
said. His office didn’t get any 
calls about a UFO on Mon- 
day, but it’s possible that Di- 
Paolo saw an airplane land- 
ing, he said. 

Whatever the light was, 
DiPaolo says he probably 
won’t cry “UFO!” again 
anytime soon. 

“I could understand now 
why a lot of people might see 
something and not go pub- 
lic with it, because you get 
the slings and arrows from 
it,” he said.

plucked up. 

The lock-clipping cop was 
reprimanded, and Johnson 
got his hens back three days 
later. 

The four-acre parkland on 
Shore Road — where green- 
thumbed workers grow herbs, 
keep bees and feed fish in a 
small pond — isn’t a likely 
setting for a shakedown. 

Schools and day camps 
tour the lush community gar- 
den, along with the chicken 
coop, which gives city kids a 
rare glimpse at nature.

Preparatory School, which 
has brought students to the 
garden. 

Johnson has calmed down a 
bit, but he’s still annoyed at the 
complaint-prone neighbor.

To that, a cyclist named Jo- 
hanna Clearfield responded, 
“I practically live on that bike 
lane ; so you should know my 
face then.” 

Both sides weren’t shy 
about clapping, booing and 
shouting, as when Lois Car- 
swell, president of Seniors for 
Safety — one of the groups 
that this week sued the city 
for installing the lane — got 
up to speak. 

She outlined some poten- 
tial “improvements,” noting 
“we would be happy if the lane 
were moved into the park” 
— but the audience began 
to grumble loudly, at which 
point she stopped, frowned 
and said, “I didn’t ‘boo’ you. 
I think civility should return 
to Park Slope.” 

On Monday, Carswell’s 
group and Neighbors for 
Better Bike Lanes sued the 
city for installing the lane, 
claiming the Department of 
Transportation fudged data 


and colluded with lane-lov- 
ers to squash opposition, ul- 
timately putting pedestrians 
in harms way. 

The suit came after more 
than a year of debate and ten- 
sion surrounding the lane, 
which the city pitched as a 
traffic-calming measure that 
would reduce speeding on 
the hectic throughway. But 
backers pointed out that as 
far back as 2007, CB6 peti- 
tioned the city to install the 
protected path as a way to re- 
tard speeding car traffic. 

Opponents say that the 
road has become clogged, 
that parking is more diffi- 
cult and that the bright green 
lane has taken away from 
park aesthetics since it was 
painted last spring. 

But the city has consistently 
trumpeted it as a success, pre- 
senting data that shows that 
fewer cars exceed the speed 
limit, fewer bicyclists ride on 
the sidewalk and fewer cyclists 
get into accidents.

In fact, unless absolutely 
pressed into service to of- 
fer my signature or a fact of 
family history, I am basically 
absent when homework is be- 
ing done.

about doing their homework, 
I have had two responses: 1) 
“That’s funny, I always brag 
how good you are at doing 
your homework without ar- 
gument. . 2) “That’s totally 
fine. That’s between you and 
your teacher, so you can just 
explain to them tomorrow that 
you didn’t want to do it. . 

Both responses assume 
that my kids take pride in 
their abilities and respect 
others outside our home. I 
fight back my own control- 
freak instincts to hover and 
prod because I want to en- 
sure that my children’s home- 
work reflects their efforts, 
not mine. 

I do sometimes feel bad that 
I have left my children 
to their own devices — 
especially when I see other 
children’s outstanding work 
on the walls of the school. 


I wonder about my strat- 
egy in those moments, like 
when Oscar’s entry for the 
“100th Day of School” proj- 
ect — a poster board with 
100 paint splotches in 10 dif- 
ferent colors — hung sadly 
next to President Obama’s 
face perfectly formed out of 
100 pennies. 

Perhaps I should have got- 
ten involved and showed my 
kids that sometimes the could 
work harder on things. But 
then I remembered my own 
reasoning for doing what I 
do : they have to learn to push 
themselves. 

I try to model hard work 
in my own endeavors, and 
point out the benefits of do- 
ing so as much as possible 
to encourage them, but I do 
not want them to get in the 
habit of waiting for me to do 
their own work. If I wanted 


them to learn the guitar, I 
can’t play the chords for 
them, can I? 

It’s not just laziness that 
keeps me from badgering my 
kids about doing their work, 
doing extra work, doing the 
harder thing. It is a conscious 
effort not to make learning a 
battle of wills or a fight but a 
joy. Their education will be 
a lifelong personal responsi- 
bility. If they care now about 
what they accomplish, the 
great hope is that they will 
care later, down the road, 
when it is not just optional 
they work independently, it is 
mandatory. Hopefully now, 
doing homework alone but 
with the safety net of me in 
the other room, silently root- 
ing for them, they can find 
good lifelong skills to drive 
themselves. 

One can only hope.

$4 million to the project, plus 
$500,000 for the Lakeside 
Center in Prospect Park. 

Forest City isn’t officially 
involved in that project, but 
Bender’s wife is a member of 
the Prospect Park Alliance’s 


Board of Directors, and the 
couple lives in Park Slope. 

Calls to the Alliance for 
comment were not returned. 
The New York Post reported 
that the Alliance has not re- 
ceived Kruger’s would-be do- 
nation and don’t expect it any- 
time soon now that Kruger’s 
been arrested. 

Bender had asked Kru- 
ger for much more, prose- 


cutors say: 

• $ 9 million in state money 
to replace the Carlton Ave- 
nue bridge, which was de- 
molished as part of the arena 
construction. 

• $2 million for the Four 
Sparrows Retail Center in 
Mill Basin. 

• $4 million for the Lake- 
side project. 

That’s where the haggling 


began: Kruger told Bender 
he couldn’t have it all. 

“Kruger told [Bender] that 
he had to choose what proj- 
ect he wanted to get done be- 
cause [Bender] was asking 
for ‘about $12 million worth 
of projects’ and ‘they’re not 
all going to get done,’ ” the 
complaint states. 

“The bridge is out,” Kru- 
ger told Bender. “There is $4

million in total. What do you 
want done?” 

The news didn’t sit well. 
“This is bad,” Bender 
said, asking Kruger to ask 
Senate Democratic Confer- 
ence Leader John Sampson 
for more money. 

Kruger said there was 
no more money and asked 
Bender to put the bridge proj - 
ect of his mind — but in the 


casual way close friends of- 
ten speak to each other. 

“I guess the park, f — k the 
bridge,” Kruger said. 

Bender agreed. 

“I don’t mind f — king 
the bridge, [but] I can’t 
f — k it right now,” Bender 
said. “I need to leverage that 
bridge.” 

Upon hearing that Lipsky 
was arrested, Forest City fired 


the 63 -year-old lobbyist. 

“Forest City Ratner Com- 
panies appears as an unnamed 
developer in the complaint 
because of [Lipsky ’s] alleged 
activities and also because 
our head of Government Af- 
fairs had several conversa- 
tions with the state Senator 
regarding two projects in 
Brooklyn,” said company 
spokesman Joe DePlasco. 


“The complaint in no way 
says or suggests that we 
behaved in an inappropri- 
ate manner.” 

Forest City has been pay- 
ing Lipsky $4,000 a month to 
help line up legislative sup- 
port for its many real estate 
development projects. Lip- 
sky was paid an additional 
$2,750 a month to promote 
Atlantic Yards.

him in the poorhouse. 

Five days after federal 
authorities announced that 
the Democrat sold his po- 
litical clout and government 
connections for close to $1 
million in payoffs to deep- 
pocketed lobbyists and de- 
velopers, the embattled legis- 
lator said he’s going to keep 
on fighting for the residents 
who sent him to Albany. 

“I am here to represent 
the people of my district,” 
Kruger, who’s facing more 
than $5 million in fines, re- 
peated to reporters in Albany 
on Monday during his first 
public appearance since his 
arrest last week. “I am here 
to do my job and that’s what 
I’m doing.” 

The frazzled and forlorn 
Kruger refused to say any- 
thing else to reporters save 
for a carefully constructed 
comment. 

“I am not going to com- 
ment neither on the case nor 
my personal life.” 

US Attorney Preet Bha- 
rara says Kruger was in the 
pockets of small business 
lobbyist Richard Lipsky; 
developer Aaron Malin- 
sky, who is currently build- 
ing the 65 -story City Point 
development in Downtown; 
and three healthcare provid- 
ers looking to buy publicly 
owned hospitals in Brook- 
lyn and Queens — all of 
whom funneled more than 
$900,000 to shell companies 
set up by Michael Turano, 
the son of Community Board 
18 District Manager Doro- 
thy Turano who was outed 
last week as Kruger’s “inti- 
mate partner.” 

According to the FBI 
complaint filed in Manhat- 
tan Federal Court, people 
looking to gain Kruger’s 
help sent checks to Tura- 
no’s Olympian Strategic De- 
velopment Corporation and 
Bassett Brokerage, a refer- 
ence to the Mill Island street 
where Turano, his mother and 
brother have a multi-million 
dollar waterfront home that 
Kruger’s bribe money helped 
pay for. 

In return, Kruger: 

• Greased the wheels so 
Malinsky could develop 
the $65 -million Canarsie 
Plaza Shopping Center on 
city-owned land at the cor- 
ner of Avenue D and Rem- 
sen Avenue. The anchor store, 
a B Js, opened last fall. Mal- 
insky paid Kruger $472,500 
for his efforts, according to 
court documents. 

• Tried to get Forest City 


Ratner Companies, the lead 
developer on the soon-to-be- 
built Four Sparrows Retail 
Center on the southern tip 
of Flatbush Avenue, to give 
a portion of the project to 
Malinsky so he could build 
a department store on the 
city-owned site. Investiga- 
tors allege Kruger set up a 
meeting between Malinsky 
and Ratner, then promoted 
Malinsky’s plans to put a 
small-scale clothing store 
at Four Sparrows during a 
recent scoping session. 

• Rallied against Walmart. 
Investigators say Lipsky fun- 
neled $252,000 from the Food 
and Commercial Workers 
Union to Kruger to speak 
out against Walmart and 
other big box stores. 

Lipsky also asked Kruger 
to delay the expansion of a 
bill that included a five-cent 
deposit on bottled water, al- 
ter the Alcoholic Beverage 
Control law so grocery stores 
could begin selling wine and 
force Indian reservations to 
collect state sales taxes on 
cigarettes sold there — acts 
that would have benefitted 
his clients. 

“Over a period of years, 
Sen. Kruger, who represented 
himself as a full-time legisla- 
tor, was working overtime for 
business interests that bribed 
him to the tune of $ 1 mil- 
lion,” said Bharara. 

The one-time chair of the 
powerful Senate Finance 
Committee looked despon- 
dent and close to tears on 
March 10 as he and Michael 
Turano surrendered them- 
selves to authorities. 

Kruger, Turano, Lipsky, 
Malinsky, and four oth- 
ers — including Assem- 
blyman William Boyland 
Jr., who was allegedly paid 
more than $177,000 to se- 
cure millions in state funds 
for Medisys Health Network, 
which owns Brookdale Hos- 
pital in Canarsie — were all 
released on their own recog- 
nizance, but ordered to hand 
over their passports. 

Kruger’s attorney, Ben- 
jamin Brafman, who at one 
time boasted that the FBI 
was no longer investigat- 
ing the state senator, said 
Kruger was “saddened” by 
the charges. 

“He’s one of the most ded- 
icated public servants for the 
last 25 years with an impec- 
cable reputation,” Brafman 
told reporters. “This is ob- 
viously a difficult day for 
all of us.” 

But the hits kept on com- 
ing for Kruger: Senate Mi-

nority Leader John Sampson 
(D-Canarsie) announced last 
week that he’s removed Kru- 
ger from the Senate Finance 
Committee, where he was 
considered a ranking mem- 
ber and earned a $20,500 
yearly stipend on top of his 
$79,500 base salary. 

At the same time, politi- 
cal insiders were declaring 
Kruger’s legislative career 
dead on arrival. 

“I looked at the complaint 
and there’s some heavy stuff 
here,” said one local politico, 
who wished not to be named. 
“There’s no question that he’s 
going to lose his Senate seat. 
The only question is if he’s 
going to jail.” 

But the FBI investiga- 
tion doesn’t just cast Kru- 
ger in a negative light. Mi- 
chael Turano is also facing 
more than 20 years in prison 
and Dorothy Turano, who has 
not been charged, is impli- 
cated in at least one attempt 
to steer a development proj- 
ect Kruger’s way, so her role 
as district manager could be 
in jeopardy. 

Federal prosecutors 
wouldn’t comment if they plan 
to charge Turano criminally 
for helping Kruger, but said 
they were looking into seiz- 
ing the Bassett Avenue manse 
as well as a Bentley belong- 
ing to one of the Turano broth- 
ers, since money from Michael 
Turano’s dummy companies 
helped pay for both. 

The investigation also re- 
vealed a personal relationship 
between Kruger and Michael 
Turano — something Kru- 
ger kept hidden, but political 
insiders had been chin-wag- 
ging about for years. 

The complaint alleges 
Kruger “had an intimate rela- 
tionship with” Turano. 

With the recent arrests, 
Bharara has now criminally 
charged eight state lawmak- 


ers within five years — a 
staggering number. 

But Bharara doesn’t think 
Albany will clean up its act 
anytime soon. 

“We are up to our eyeballs 
in corruption work,” he said. 
“Every time we arrest a state 
senator or assemblymember, 
it should be a jarring walk-up 
call, but instead it seems that 
no matter how many times 
the alarm goes off, Albany 
hits the snooze button. When 
prosecutors charge politi- 
cians, it shouldn’t feel like 
a scene from ‘Groundhog 
Day,’ yet it does.” 

News of Kruger’s arrest — 
and intimate relationships — 
sent shockwaves throughout 
Southern Brooklyn. 

“I was taken totally by 
surprise,” said Sol Needle, 
Community Board 18’s cur- 
rent chairman. “I had no clue 
that any of this was going on. 
I’m shocked.” 

Councilman Lew Fidler 
(D-Mill Basin) was also 
stunned by the news but 
came to the defense of his 
fellow legislator. 

“Carl Kruger, just like any 
American, is entitled to a pre- 
sumption of innocence,” Fi- 
dler explained, dispelling ru- 
mors that he’s a contender for 
Kruger’s Senate seat. Other 
possible replacements whis- 
pered included Igor Ober- 
man, a Russian-born attorney 
who ended up abandoning a 
campaign against Kruger last 
year, and Democratic District 
Leader and former Assem- 
blyman Frank Seddio. 

Yet Seddio, a Kruger sym- 
pathizer, says he isn’t look- 
ing to replace the senator, 
either. 

“You stand by your 
friends,” Seddio said. “If that 
is something that would hurt 
me, so be it. But Carl Kruger 
is going to fight this tooth 
and nail.”
